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It-is amazing they survived at 
all. They were placed together in 
display cases in the Iowa State 

Capitol rotunda in 1894. It wasn’t 

a pretty process. 

“A “They were wrapped together 
and bundled in wire and twine,” 
said Bill Johnson, curator of the 
exhibit. “They were put together 
around a single staff and’ 
somebody pounded a nail through 

* . them to keep them in place. They 
- were there more than 100 years 
and subjected to temperature 
changes, smoke, pollutants and 
tremendous amounts of light.” 
Most are hand-painted silk, and 
the material began to disintegrate. 
What's worse, a layer of gauze 
was sewn into the flags in the 

__ mid-1890s in an attempt to keep 

_- them together. That means there 
are about 4,000 stitches on each 
flag. Hanke and Sharon Kundsen 
have spent hundreds of hours

It has 
taken five years for the first 
seven flags to be restored, 
stabilized, framed and ready for 
display. 

It will be another 20 years 
before all are finished. In the 
meantime, and after the new 
exhibit ends, the flags will be 
displayed a few at a time for six 
months in the Capitol once they 
are completed. Then it will be 
back into the sealed vaults in 


climate-controlled darkness for at ° 


least two years. 

“They’re that fragile and that 
important,” said Johnson. 

More than half of Iowa’s adult 
men were soldiers in the Civil 
War and almost all'were 
volunteers, The state’s losses 
were among the highest 


per-capita of any, in the nation. 


“The flags were the only form

when the unit was advancing and 
it told them how to reach their 
unit if they became lost. If the 
flag went down, there was no 
communication. It’s why so many 
are battle-damaged.” 

And why all have stories. Like 
the written account from J.M. 
Tuttle of the 2nd Iowa Infantry, 
describing an 1862 battle in 
Tennessee: 

“Color-Sergeant Doolittle fell 
early in the engagement, pierced 
by four balls andidangerously 
wounded: The colors were then 
taken by Corporal Page, 
Company B; who soon fell dead. 
They were again raised by 
Corporal Churcher, Company I; 
who had'his arm broken just as 
he entered the entrenchments, 
when they were taken by 
Corporal Twombly, Company F, 
who was almost instantly 


_knocked down by a spent ball; 


immediately rose, and bore them 
gallantly to the end of the fight,

Commercially produced Christmas cards have been 
around for most of this countries history. 
Some forms of Christmas cards date to European 


wood engravers producing prints with religious themes in the 
Middle Ages. 


Before more recognized manufactured cards were 
made, some historians date the concept to “Christmas 
Pieces,” letters written by English school boys to their parents 
as proof of their progress in the art of writing. 

In 1843, an edition of 1000 cards were placed for 
sale in London. 


Until the mid 1800’s American’s relied on expensive 
imported cards. But by about 1856, Louis Pranz, a German 
printer began designing and selling colored Christmas cards 
in Roxbury, Mass. Pranz cards became widely used in the 
United States in 1875. Pranz is known as the father of the 
American Christmas Card. 


President Dwight David Eisenhower turned to an old 
friend Joyce C. Hall founder of Hallmark to print the 1* 
official presidential Christmas card.

Souvenir spoon collecting seems to have apprared with the 
advent of train travel and in conjunction with the beginning of 
the traveling salesman. The salesman bought the spoon to take 
home to his wife - maybe he'd been in Denver - maybe not, and he 
invented the souvenir spoon as a popular sales iten. 

Note spoons in this collection are reminders of places and 
persons and occasions. 

Spoon collecting may have begun just after the American Civil 
War 1860's, and ended for the most part 100 years later. The 
newest spoon in this collection is from the 1960's from Disneyland 
California. 

Like many of the collections appearing in this case - spoon 
collecting is nearly the thing of the past.

Costume Jewelry 


In the early 1900’s ladies of good taste wore only fine jewelry of gold, 
diamonds, rubies, emeralds, etc. Ladies of ill repute were the only ones 
who wore cheap fake jewelry. This classification carried over to the 
jewelers and their artisans. Makers of the real jewelry proudly 
proclaimed their trade, while those working on the fake jewelry quietly 
earned a living. Many Jewelers fled the rival strife of their countries 
and came to the United States taking jobs in the costume jewelry 
business to support their families. Their ranking of fine jewelers was 
no longer important, because there was food on the table. Costume 
jewelry soon came spewing off the assembly line daily by the tens of 
thousands. There wasn’t time to stamp the company logo. After all, 
costume jewelry was designed for a very short lifetime, probably only 
for one fashion season. The companies never dreamed of today’s 
collectors, and the values now given to their creations. Another trend -—- 
The retailers would place the unmarked pieces in their own 
presentation boxes, or fasten them to cards marked with the stores logo. 
Cards, tags and boxes were most likely separated from the jewelry 
item. For this reason, the unsigned beauties are a hidden treasure to all 
collectors as well as the signed collectable jewelry.

MUSCATINE, Iowa — The elegant gowns and delicate acces: | 
sories once worn by Laura Musser have a new purpose. 

They, are part of a display commemorating the 100th anniver- 
Sary of the Muscatine mansion where she lived at 1814 Mulberry 
Ave. 

Musser, who grew up in Muscatine; received the mansion as a 
wedding gift from her father, Muscatine lumber baron Peter 
Musser, after she married Edwin McColm. The couple married in 
1903 and the residence was completed in 1908. 

Laura's mother, Tamson Musser, died in 1896 at age 64 and her 
father was 84 when he died in 1910. 

The 12-room home still contains many of the original furnish- 
ings and the accompanying exhibit features a variety of Musser 
family artifacts that will be on display through Sunday, Oct. 19. 

___> Laura's heirs donated the mansion — an Edwardian “four over 
four” house plan designed by Henry Zeidler — to be used as a 
museum in 1965.

The land on which the city of Keokuk is located was part of the “Half-Breed 
Tract” set aside by a treaty in 1824. In that year the Sauk and Fox Indians } 

signed a treaty with the Federal Government in which they gave up their land a 

in Missouri.

In 1840, the Census, and Newhall’s Sketches of Iowa, allowed Keokuk only a 
population of 150. Most of these were river men, congregated at the foot of 
the rapids, to worked around where their trade was. That was transferring 
freight and lightening boats over the low water and chains of rocks reaching to 
Galland Rough characters many of these were brutal men, and reckless out- 
laws as ever scuttled ships or cut a throat. Keokuk had no reason to be proud 
of its earlier population. This was not long in lasting for the immigrants be- 
gan arriving from the old countries bringing law and order with them.
